Senator Elect William S. Vare, of 
Pennsylvania, k nowing that efforts to 
unseat him because of the ex penditure 
of $8 00,000 in his behalf in the pri­ 
maries, has retained James M. Beck , 
former solicitor general of the United 
States, as his chief counsel. 
Beck will question the constitutional 
right of the senate to eject Vare. 
It 
was Beck who 
successfully 
argued 
before the supreme court recently the 
right of the president to fire appoint­ 
ive officials. 
Senator 
James A. lleed, 
of

souri, 
chairman 
of 
the 
committee 
which investigated the Pennsylvania 
primaries, is ex pected to recommend 
to the December session of congress 
that Vare and Frank Smith, of I Illinois 
be refused their seats. 
Other sena­ 
tors 
have 
concluded, however, that 
Vare and Smith will not get under 
way until they present themselves to 
tak e the oath in the new congress. 
This may not occur until December, 
19 27, unless there should be a special 
session of congress. 
Altho opinions diHer, some authori­ 
ties contend that two-thirds vote will 
not be required to oust 
Vare 
and 
Smith, a majority being 
sufficient. 
Senator Norris of Nebrask a, who will 
be one of the leaders against Vare and 
Smith recalls that Lorimer, of Illinois, 
accused of fraud, was ousted on a 
majority vote, and in the Newberry 
case the two-thirds vote was not re­ 
quired. 
Norris says a simple m a­ 
jority vote is sufficient. 
Republican reverses in the recent 
election means a larger vote against 
the two senators.

“ Results of the senatorial race in 
Philadelphia where William S. V are 
was elcted, were announced in advance, 
even before any votes were cast,” Sen­ 
ator Norris declared in a statement 
hinting at corruption 
in the balloting. 
“ Does any sane, patriotic citizen of 
the United States think for a moment 
these figures ar° the actual results of 
a fair and honest election?” ask ed 
Norris, after declaring that Vare’s op­ 
ponent, William B. Wilson, Democrat, 
received but one vote in each of 32 
Philadelphia 
precincts, and not a sin­ 
gle vote in 4 4 precincts. 
“ It is apparent on the face of the 


record that no honest election was 
held, or, if an honest election was held, 
that the honest

have

withheld. 
“Every man of ex perience k nows 
that in a contest of national im port­ 
ance, such results would be an im­ 
possibility ex cept by fraudulent m an­ 
ipulation.” 
Belated and scattering returns have 
failed to change the party line-up in 
the house of representatives, which 
remains a t—Republicans 236, Demo­ 
crats 19 5, Farm er-Labor 2, Socialist 
1 and undecided
